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and they will be how long and what they will debate about well they decided the first one will be september 
23rd the details from irving r levine in washington the agreement on arrangements for the debates was 
reached quickly by representatives for president ford and jimmy carter it took only two meetings compared to 
22 meetings required to set up the nixon kennedy debates this is what was agreed upon three debates by 
the presidential candidates one by the candidates for vice president the first debate will be on thursday 
evening september 23rd on domestic and economic issues 90 minutes long in a city yet to be chosen the 
second debate will be on foreign policy and defense the last on any other issues the dates of all but the first 
debate are yet to be decided the league of women voters which is arranging the debates will choose a 
moderator and three journalists to question the candidates there will be an audience for each debate but the 
audience will be asked not to applaud or show disapproval after today's meeting representatives of the 
candidate said neither side had conceded more than the other but it appeared that carter won points by 
having the first debate scheduled at a later date than president ford wanted and by eliminating washington as 
a site for the debates later president ford came out on the white house lawn to comment on the agreement i 
hope that in the time that will be given to them the american people will have an opportunity to see what 
decisions what programs my opponent has and of course the american people know my views my record but 
the debates are important so they can get an honest comparison between the two sources at the meeting 
said that it was privately agreed to hold the debates in 
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privately agreed to hold the debates in one eastern one western and two midwestern cities probably new 
york los angeles chicago and st louis the only places definitely excluded though were grand rapids michigan 
plains georgia and washington d.c irving r levine nbc news washington president ford in a speech today 
suggested jimmy carter's military policies would weaken the country while his wouldn't here's marilyn berger 
the president hasn't started campaigning yet according to the white house and we've yet to be told when and 
where mr ford will start but in his first public appearance in washington since being nominated mr ford struck 
out at jimmy carter's suggestion that the united states reduce its armed forces stationed abroad there are 
those in this political year who want to withdraw troops from positions overseas the voices of retreat who talk 
about a phased withdrawal they talk as if our defenses won't be weakened if we only dismantle them one 
brick at a time they are very very wrong [Applause] preparedness preserves peace weakness invites war mr 
ford appeared before the national guard association as president not his candidate but he'll have to play both 
roles between now and november tonight he meets here for strategy talks with his campaign steering 
committee a group that includes all factions of the republican party liberals and conservatives that's when mr 
ford takes on the role as candidate a candidate who's running hard to stay precisely where he is at the white

started the president had a list of about i don't know somebody said hundreds of people who were being 
considered we were all asked to bring down certain documents and when he called me said bring down your 
tax return for 10 years your financial statement your health record and a picture of elizabeth so it was dole's 
second marriage and it's only eight months old i've been a lot of tough campaigns she was about the 
toughest but i think uh that's why i'm not so really really so apprehensive about carter elizabeth hanford dole 
is much more than an ornament in the campaign she's a lawyer and a federal trade commissioner now she 
must decide whether to keep the job of course i love my work at the commission and i think there are real 
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commission and i think there are real opportunities there to help people in so many ways uh but i would want 
to be to be very sure that i could do it thoroughly and in no way do anything which would hurt the integrity of 
the commission and its independence and today in salisbury north carolina mrs dole's hometown officials 
proclaimed it elizabeth dole day hundreds of family friends were there and i might just say that uh when he 
was proposing to me and he said marriage is going to be exciting with him i never knew he had this in my 
and i told the story that if there was any kind any uh ethical problem involved in our marriage somebody 
should have checked in it before we were married because some of those lines he used to give me were not 
what i'd call truth in advertising i gotta put it to him this is my only chance really dole promises to return to the 
south several times during the campaign and bring his southern strategy with him robert hager nbc news 
salisbury north carolina rosalind carter says tonight her three sons grown and married have told her they've 
tried a little marijuana but she is not worried about it the only time she'd worry she'd say she says would be if 
her children were slipping around doing things and not telling her about it in plains georgia today and said

administration 
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administration unless we can be sure that the cost of those programs is compatible with my goal of having a 
balanced budget before the end of that term carter said if a balanced budget means a delay in welfare reform 
or health care that's the way it will be he was asked if that means the poor and disadvantage will have to wait 
for the help from washington he has promised if he is elected oh as i said we'll carry out the promises that 
i've made as aggressively and quickly as i can but it doesn't help any to give for people a little more of 
payment for social security or welfare or veterans benefits or for housing programs and then rob them with 
inflation carter then flew to atlanta to meet with 20 of the nation's business leaders for a discussion of issues 
presumably he repeated to them his pledge of fiscal responsibility and a balanced budget carter denied that 
his emphasis on balancing the budget is a deliberate shift of campaign strategy nevertheless his words today 
are an indication of the way he will counter republican campaign charges that he and the democrats are 
spend thrifts while at the same time continuing to pledge delivery on his own campaign promises kenley 
jones nbc news atlanta this week carter made public his 1975 tax return showing that on an income of thirty

support the investment tax credit but we ought to make it clear when we talk about tax reform what do we 
mean later in the day in kansas city dole addressed the convention of state legislators from around the 
country and defended president ford's frequent use of the veto power dole said presidents ought to have the 
power to veto individual parts of bills but there is a solution to that corruption of the constitutional process 
that i believe should seriously be considered and that solution is to amend the constitution to provide the 
president with the item veto this would permit him to strike your response for otherwise unacceptable 
provisions from legislation which in its principal parts is both necessary and desirable dole said giving a 
president power to veto item by item would permit a president to weed out special interest items from

financial statement showing dole's net worth assets minus debts to be fifty thousand dollars dole said he not 
only would not concede the south to the republicans but plan to spend so much time there he might pick up a 
little accent here's robert hager while doyle campaigned through south carolina reporters were waiting to ask 
him about two separate allegations of money passing from gulf to dole in one case a charge of an illegal 
corporate contribution in 1973 and another case a charge that he received money to give to other candidates 
in 1970. finally dole was stopped and denied he got any money did you ever receive any uh

bills outside on the grass one was to give federal money for day care centers and one was to compensate 
people who suffered when idaho's teeton dam collapsed it was cool and sunny and the birds were singing 
and marilyn berger was out there in the rose garden the white house staged two separate ceremonies in the 
rose garden for the signings and the president used the forum to defend himself against attacks by the 
democrats that because he's vetoed 55 bills he's been a negative president as he signed the daycare bill 
today mr ford seemed to be trying to explain all his vetoes he said he'd use the constitutional veto power to 
protect the american people to see that the federal government doesn't merely serve the people but serves 
the people well this is a better bill than the one which first crossed my desk i'm pleased to see the result of 
this compromise it's a better bill because my veto exerted a balancing influence on the deliberations of the 
congress in 
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the deliberations of the congress in this important area without this constitutional check and balance the 
original bill might now be law and making day care services more costly to the taxpayer and increasing the 
federal intrusion into family life mr ford signed then shook hands all around and held up his wife's arm in a 
traditional campaign gesture still later the president made a third appearance before television cameras this 
time in the white house press room he accused the vietnamese of being callous and cruel to report on only 
12 men missing in action when they had information on hundreds more the vietnamese have an obligation to 
provide a full accounting of all americans missing in action i call upon them to do so without further delay 
normalization of relations cannot take place until vietnam accounts for all our men missing in action the day 
was an example of mr ford's campaign strategy it's based on the proposition that a word from the white

oldest theaters in the western world still in use the debate begins here at 9 30 eastern daylight and will run 
an hour and a half the league of women voters is arranging it and announce these details today the american

chances for success are unknown claude wilde formerly a lobbyist for gulf oil apologized to senator dole 
today he said yesterday he had passed two thousand dollars to dole and had a letter to prove it he said 
today he did not pass the money did not have the letter and said he had done dole of disservice dole 
accepted his apology of michigan informally however he was attacking carter today and saying he talked to 
withdrawing american troops around the world and weakening our defenses in a speech to bene britt he said 
he really hadn't wanted to make these cutting remarks and much preferred to be nice but carter had driven 


him to this here's marilyn berger in washington the president said he'd prepared a non-partisan speech for 
what he understood as a nonpartisan organization but when i saw the morning paper i was disappointed to 
see that one of your speakers yesterday apparently kicked off our debates from this restroom well i got here 
as quickly as i could without objection i'd like my turn at the plate departing from his text mr ford gave his 
rebuttal carter he said had called for stronger ties with our traditional allies and stronger ties with israel ford 
went in one better saying israel is one of our traditional allies as for our other allies the gentleman has 
proposed troop withdrawals from western europe and from korea defense budget cuts that would our ability 
to supply or sustain 
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our ability to supply or sustain our friends bans on nuclear tests by our allies a nuclear strategy of massive 
retaliation policies which would invite a major crisis with our allies including israel this was the president's 
opening bid for the jewish vote the president stressed his record of support for israel part of his overall 
campaign strategy to run on his record on all issues the hope clearly was that his listeners would prefer the 
known quantity ford to the unknown carter marilyn berger nbc news the white house carter meanwhile was 
moving through the west formally of president ford's attack today he said as usual it bore no relation to the 
facts he said he was not talking of weaker defenses but of reducing the waste and mismanagement in the 
pentagon and whatever ford says carter says he believes it is there five to six percent of it at least here's 
kenley jones almost everywhere carter has gone this week he has been met by demonstrators attacking his 
position on abortion carter is personally opposed to abortion but is angered anti-abortionist because he is 
also opposed to a constitutional amendment to ban it president ford on the other hand does not oppose 
giving states the right to ban abortions and has made a point recently of emphasizing that at a news 
conference today carter implied that mr ford may be trying to capitalize on emotionalism did i believe any 
candidate for president particularly who tries to take a political advantage of an emotional issue like this 
which is so divisive and so deeply it felt would create an adverse reaction to that candidacy and i'll try to 
avoid it i'm not i'm trying to avoid the issue but i will never inject the uh abortion 
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but i will never inject the uh abortion issue into any uh forum with the hope that i might derive from the 
political benefits the heated reaction to carter's clear stand on abortion is an example of why many politicians 
take fuzzy positions on controversial issues carter has been accused of doing that on other issues but is 
trying to change his image he called today for passage of a so-called sunset bill which would terminate many 
government programs automatically after a period of time unless they were renewed by congress carter said 
that would be a specific way to save the taxpayers money there is concern in the carter campaign that the 
perception of carter as being fuzzy on the issues has a momentum of its own which if not stopped with 
specific proposals could be a serious threat to a carter victory in november kimlee jones nbc news springfield 
illinois some interesting figures in today's new harris poll they show carter with 49 ford with 38 and eugene 
mccarthy with six mccarthy hopes to be on the ballots in 40 states if so and if he gets six percent in close 
states he could change the result jimmy carter started his day at a factory gate in milwaukee shaking hands 
and talking about jobs and then he moved to florida where he went on shaking hands and talking about jobs 
the democrats can produce jobs better than the republicans he said don oliver is traveling with him jimmy 
carter loves plant gates shift gates as he calls them where he can shake the hands of workers as they go to 
and from work carter had been at this plant gate in milwaukee before during the primary he was back to 
show his gratitude for the support of the auto workers local in the wisconsin primary some unemployed were 
out in the street chatting republicans democrats we don't care we want jobs not hot air carter didn't talk to 
them directly but he said later it is the democrats who will cut unemployment to five percent or less 
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unemployment to five percent or less he went on to hollywood florida with the same message for the 
machinist union convention he said the ford administration is more worried about wall street brokers being 
hurt by a bad economy than they are about the working man being hurt and i think it's time now for mr ford to 
come forward and explain about his policies on unemployment on inflation on health care welfare medicaid 
but he's not doing that the time to debate tough issues as you know is during an election campaign but he's 
not out meeting people in factory shift lines shopping centers in the streets union halls he's hiding in the 
white house not willing to face the american people into account for what he's done this is the way carter 
would like to campaign every day on the attack talking about democratic issues jobs inflation unemployment 
and not having to respond to charges made by president ford don oliver nbc news with a carter campaign in 
hollywood florida while president ford still campaigning from the white house met six roman catholic bishops 
and talked about abortion that question followed carter wherever he went all week and now today the 
president discussed it the bishops were not totally satisfied with what they heard from either candidate here's 
bob jameson at the white house the bishops would not pose for a picture with the president but mr ford's 
political advisers got just about everything else out of the meeting that they wanted the bishop said the 
session was a pleasing contrast to their meeting with jimmy carter last week at that time i said that we 
continued to be disappointed because the democratic candidate was not willing at that time to support an 
amendment to the constitution now we say that we are encouraged that the republican candidate is willing to 
support 
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to support an amendment the bishops were encouraged by the president's pledge to support an amendment 
giving individual states the right to make their own abortion laws they weren't satisfied that it went far enough 
but they were impressed with the president's embracing the republican platform which stops just short of 
calling for an amendment to outlaw abortions another problem bothering the bishops is federally funded 
abortions through medicaid and other programs but they off the white house believing the president opposes 
that practice and with the promise he would study the problem even though the bishops will not endorse 
anyone they left the impression that they like ford better than carter and that is important to the president 
because his aides believe the catholic vote could swing northern industrial states in his favor but explaining 
the abortion issue may not do that polls show catholics are as divided as non-catholics over abortion and 
there is a question whether parishioners these days follow the lead of their bishops bob jameson nbc news at 
the white house jimmy carter was in alabama today and at his side for part of that time was george wallace 
carter knocked wallace out of the running in the primaries this year and their joint appearance was a 
significant demonstration of party unity david both candidates for vice president were out swinging today in 
lexington kentucky the local chamber of commerce settled down to what was supposed to be a nice quiet 
businessman's lunch to hear a polite speech by senator dole probably praising small business or something 
pleasing like that but that was not what they got robert hager in lexington tells what happened dole had been 
invited to this state of bluegrass and fast horses by the local chamber of commerce to deliver what the 
chamber called a non-partisan address but after a routine speech while answering questions dole suddenly 
surprised his audience of businessmen and women by scolding them for failing to work for the candidates 
they support january i used to say to the chamber please don't help me i've got a tough race this year

they know how to get people elected and all the chamber of commerce does far too often have meetings and 
criticize congress for doing something and you're always a non-partisan that you're going to let george 
minnie take over the country and somebody asked me why i didn't want to run for president said he didn't 
want to step down so i i love businessmen and women but i just hope that before the ship goes down that 
you throw us something besides an anchor those remarks came in this border state where republicans can 
see they are behind but where support by business could make the difference robert hager nbc news

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carter is not well known in the plains and the rocky mountain states on this trip he is trying to change that 
today he'll hit two states that he's never been to before in his life montana and north dakota in billings 
montana carter again criticized president ford for not waging an active campaign carter said he cares more 
for people than does the president i think the advantage in my being in montana and uh in north dakota and 
arizona state is that people know i care enough to come and it's obvious that president ford during the 
primary season uh stayed going from washington a great deal so this is obviously a change in his past 
procedure as president or as vice president and i think he's staying in the white house now a lot more than 
you ever did before there aren't many electoral votes in the places carter visited today but he says he wants 
to win all 50 states to do that he has to spread himself pretty thin don oliver nbc news billings montana 
president ford was interviewed by tom brokaw on nbc's today program this morning and he was explaining 
why he is staying in washington while carter is out on the road he seemed to share the view of an early 
political philosopher who once said no man's life liberty or property are safe while this congress sits forward 
said he was staying close to keep an eye on congress to keep it from going off the deep end tom i feel that i 
have a very important obligation to stay in washington primarily as long as congress is in session we have to 
balance the activity or lack of activity in the congress with the responsibility of being president and somebody 
has to be in the nation's capital to make sure that the congress doesn't go off in the deep end and of course 
the american people expect their president while he's in office to 
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their president while he's in office to primarily carry out presidential responsibilities when we do have an 
opportunity following the time when congress adjourns we certainly will be campaigning senator walter 
mondale jimmy carter's running mate returned to washington today mondale has been campaigning all over 
the country and our man charles quinn has traveled with him quinn has learned that despite the public 
opinion polls carter and mondale may be in a tighter race than many people think [Music] behind the color 
and cheerful noise of this political campaign there are for the democrats some disquieting sounds of trouble 
since labor day mondale has visited most of the big vote states and in six of them including ohio some 
democrats and labor leaders are calling the race too close for comfort in california where carter is not well 
known one hears phrases like tough campaign lots of work to be done california's governor jerry brown said 
the state where democrats outnumber republicans three to two cannot be taken for granted in michigan on 
top of the fact that it is president ford's home state there are reports of organizational problems there one 
hears only faint signals of hope like i think carter has a chance to win here indiana a traditionally 
conservative state despite two democratic senators some democrats are saying things like it's not going to 
be easy the state is up for grabs even in new jersey a heavily democratic industrial northeastern state the 
democrats remain badly split after a bitter primary fight publicly they say things are okay privately one high 
official said the outcome in new jersey is not certain not by a long shot he said carter simply hasn't generated 
any enthusiasm there well thank you very much finally 
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well thank you very much finally illinois where a high union official said it could go either way despite an 
expected strong push by chicago's mayor daley the democrats blame voter apathy and the big republican 
boost from the kansas city convention mondale who acknowledged the race was close in all six states except 
new jersey gave another reason we're fighting a sitting president and uh even though he was appointed and 
has never run for office there is a certain aura that attends to one occupying that office that's very difficult to 
deal with it's a long way to election day the debates are yet to come much can happen between now and 
november but if these early soundings are accurate then this race could turn out to be much tighter than 
anyone would have guessed just one month ago charles quinn nbc news chicago mondale will be in 
washington tonight for a dinner thrown by the italian american foundation ford and carter will also be there 
but not at the same time one will be there for the antipasto the other for the spumoni yesterday ford opened 
his formal campaign by saying the country needs a president it can trust the thrusted carter our nightly news 
special this evening deals with political advertising for gerald ford and jimmy carter because of campaign 
finance reform both campaigns this time have much less money than has been spent in the past but the 
amount of money which will be spent on advertising including television ads will still be enormous millions of 
dollars to be spent convincing you there are two key men involved in this john deere door for mr ford gerald 
raf shoon for governor carter raphshune and deardorff are very important figures in this campaign and john 
hart has talked to them both you know at various in a new york editing room john deardorff is selecting the 
film he thinks will help you vote for gerald ford maybe ford's high school coach will help he could do anything 
that they could do

he could do anything that they could do and do it better this commercial will be selling leadership it will 
assume that you judge leadership not by policies but by personality by style the political advertisers of 1976 
won't even try to satisfy you on the issues they want to satisfy you on the character of their candidate who he 
is what his roots are where he comes from what he was like as a young man i think those are all things that 
are important to voters and important for them to know about the political advertisers believe you will vote for 
a man because of who you think he is not on what you think he said there is no evidence that a voter's 
perception of a candidate's position on the issues is linked in any direct way with his decision about how he's 
going to vote that's not my conclusion that's the conclusion of research with tens of thousands of 
respondents uh over the last two or three years in atlanta gerald raf shoon is selecting commercials he thinks 


will help you vote for jimmy carter has all the american people so that welfare workers for a change deal with 
people who really need their stuff with issues it's not the substance so much as the impression they leave 
carter has a five-minute issues commercial do something about it after five minutes of issues do you expect 
people to remember where he stands on all these issues or even any one of them no but they will make a 
decision they will have an inclination to feel whether they like or dislike that man's approach to issues that 
bother them his approaches well if they don't i think the man comes through more than you know his 
answers to the issues if 
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you know his answers to the issues if you don't expect people to remember where he stands on issues what 
is the message of that five-minute sentence jimmy carter is smart he's a good guy [Music] and he answers 
the questions and he has positions right not what they are but he has positions yeah so the message of a 
commercial is not what goes into it but what people get from it both sides agree on that and the same thing 
goes for free advertising the media events served up every day for the feeding of journalists scheduled early 
in plenty of time for the suppertime news i'm delighted to welcome all of you here today for a bill signing 
ceremony in the rose garden of the white house the key phrase is at white house nearly every day for two 
weeks now a bill signed in the white house or a meeting in the white house with white house advisors the 
message is he is here doing the people's business how many people remember what he signed whom he 
saw what that business was carter's message is that he is out there taking positions getting close to the 
people nearly every day his advanced men are arranging the media events for the suppertime news no 
matter what we do the still photographers and the electronic people are going to take that picture and that is 
the lead visual often is not the lead visual is carter shaking hands the message is what carter calls his 
intimate relationship with the american people and how many of the american people feel an intimate 
relationship with carter if you ask raf soon if there's a real exchange in the handshaking he'll say he thinks so 
i think so because you look at the people and you see how they are react to him and how he reacts to them 
so this intimate relationship doesn't have to be words is built on eye 
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doesn't have to be words is built on eye contact as much as eye contact body content doesn't have to be 
words in today's campaigns words are not the message the message is the impression they leave of the 
person saying them since the war and since watergate we don't pay as much attention to politicians words 
as we used to in 1964 we elected the peace candidate who then gave us war in 1968 we elected the law and 
order candidate who then gave us watergate but the candidates say about today's issues don't tell us what 
they'll do about tomorrow's that leaves us gambling on who the man really is so character is what they're 
selling this year john hart nbc news new york john hart spent some time covering that story of the selling of 
the president whoever he'll be this year he has a guide for watching the presidential debates and for the 
different kinds of advertisements the candidates will be running hart will be on the today program tomorrow 
morning and good night now for nbc news today begins with the fact that the television networks are having 
great difficulty with the ground rules for next week's debate between president ford and jimmy carter tom 
pettit of our staff has learned that the four networks including public television feel they cannot cover next 
thursday's debate as a legitimate news event under the restrictions demanded by the league of women 
voters the organization arranging the debates the principle involved is that the networks want to cover an 
event a debate and not be made part of the event here's more from pettit the ford television networks have 
refused to accept the ground rules for televising the first debate the league of women voters has refused to 
modify its rules both sides meet again tomorrow the league insists that there be no television pictures of 
audience reactions during the debate even though people who get in will be 
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even though people who get in will be ordered to have no reactions anyway the league is putting on the 
debates in halls rented by the league the first debate will be in philadelphia's walnut street theater next 
thursday evening a panel of journalists will solicit questions and comments from the candidates for 90 
minutes abc will provide pool camera coverage for all other television outlets today abc by telegram to the 
league protested its rule that cameras cannot be pointed at the audience reacting or not except before and 
after the debate this is only one aspect of the controversy one network accused the league of attempting to 
impose prior censorship others said that by controlling cameras the league debates would be less than true 
news events that could open the networks to demands or lawsuits for equal time from third party candidates 
nbc news president richard wald said today the controversy is only a discussion of details for covering a 
major news event cbs news today objected to the league's passing around names of prospective panel 
members to candidates camps for comment cbs news president richard sallant said he would recommend 
that if any cbs correspondents were invited to participate that they declined candidates for both spokesman 
said they feel the debates will go on and will be televised there is no apparent problem about radio tom 
petted nbc news washington also today a federal judge in washington said as far as he is concerned the 
debates can go ahead with only the republican and democratic party candidates the judge turned down an 
appeal by independent candidate eugene mccarthy and another from the american party candidate both of 
whom wanted to be on the debates with carter and mr ford carl stern covered the story the only presidential 
candidate in the courtroom was tom anderson of the american party whose lawyer argued that democrats 
and republicans had conspired to exclude others from the debates next came eugene mccarthy's lawyer also 
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next came eugene mccarthy's lawyer also attacking what he called a political monopoly he said the only way 
mccarthy could ever reach as many people would be to give him a half hour in the middle of the telecast of 
the seventh game of the world series but none of that swayed federal judge aubry robinson who said he 
couldn't stop the debates just because there's not enough room for all 56 presidential candidates as 
anderson watched glumly the judge declined to interfere outside anderson argued that he was not just a 
fringe candidate we are the party they got a million 100 000 votes in the last election we are the party that's 
organized in 40 states that's fielding more than 600 candidates for office we've got 37 people running for the 
congress and about 14 people running for the u.s senate and gubernatorial officers so we are the the only 
nationally organized conservative so-called third party in this country not all of the cases are in court right 
now for example presidential candidate lester maddox has asked the federal communications commission to 
let him take part in the debates if he loses two he'll probably join the other complainants in a last-minute 
appeal next week to the court of appeals carl stern nbc news washington about one-fourth the way through 
his fall campaign for the presidency there are about six weeks left a lot of people are asking now how's he 
doing many politicians are saying carter is not doing as well as they had expected that his campaign lacks 
focus and that his earlier brilliant politicking is not being sustained the latest harris poll shows a drop in the 
public's judgment of carter's good points and an increase in what they find negative about him don oliver of 
our staff is assigned to the carter campaign here is his report on how it's going i'm glad to be back in 
pittsburgh i'm going to be back in pennsylvania first of all let me say that i'm glad to be back in indiana and i 
want to say first of all that i'm glad to be back on the campaign trail 
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glad to be back on the campaign trail for two weeks jimmy carter has been on the move trying to live up to 
the nickname reporters have given him the bionic candidate but with all the movement all the handshaking all 
the baby hugging a nationwide poll shows carter has failed to work up much enthusiasm for his candidacy 
there has been an increase in the number of voters who contend they are uneasy with carter who say they 
still don't know what kind of person he is the crowds have been good but generally unresponsive carter still 
finds it difficult to deliver a prepared speech he throws away his best lines carter has been content these first 
two weeks to run on the accomplishments of previous democratic presidents like many of you and like myself 
but he was an uncommon president he understood and he was courageous carter has yet to propose any 
major new programs of his own in the general election campaign he has opted instead to criticize the record 


of the nixon and ford administrations on unemployment inflation housing and medical care over the last eight 
years the republican administration has given the american people the worst economic record since the 
great depression and don't forget the anti-abortion issue that caused carter problems the first week 
dissipated somewhat the second the statement of campaign neutrality by the catholic hierarchy is seen as a 
good sign by the carter forces similarly the endorsement today by the national education association 
unprecedented in the history of the organization has given the carter campaign another boost but some 
democratic leaders worry that endorsements won't help unless carter can create more interest in his 
campaign registration among traditional democratic voters particularly union members has been unusually 
slow critics say that the carter campaign has yet to find a focus but he is trying to run on the records 
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but he is trying to run on the records of franklin d roosevelt and harry truman without establishing a record of 
his own that he has yet to find an identity of his own in this campaign don oliver nbc news indianapolis about 
all that is left is for one of them to go up in a balloon at every stop carter tried to recall the days of 1948 when 
harry truman campaigned across the country on the back of a train introducing his wife as the boss and 
stunned tom dewey by winning the election one of the thing to pin jimmy carter with the charge that he would 
raise taxes for middle-income families the president talked about this senator dole his running mate talked 
about this following an orchestrated chorus of criticism over the weekend in fact carter says he wants to 
move the tax burden away from low and middle income families carter did however talk about median family 
income 12 to thousand dollars is a sort of dividing line for tax reform purposes in any case all of this 
produced a republican charge that he wants to raise taxes for half of all families carter didn't say that but the 
ford campaign and the president are acting as though he did here's more from marilyn berker [Music] 
president ford was in his backyard again more campaigning in the rose garden this time a reception for 
directors of the national farm credit system here was an opportunity to make a pitch for the large middle 
class vote and ford showed he would not relent in his attack on jimmy carter's tax proposals which according 
to the administration would take more money from half the working people of america to finance new federal 
programs those who advocate additional expenditures have now suggested that in order to pay for those 
new programs and added expenditures there should be an additional tax levy on the middle income people 
which is approximately 50 percent 
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people which is approximately 50 percent of the taxpayers of this country we should go in the opposite 
direction we should give them tax relief not additional added taxes fourth proposals call for tax relief for 
families earning between eight thousand and thirty thousand dollars a year a vast majority of america's wage 
earners with an nbc poll showing that bread and butter issues rank high in voter concern mr ford seems to

minutes with carter between stops and gave democratic national chairman robert strauss some time to talk to 
carter about how things are going some say they aren't going so well the latest poll by nbc news shows 
carter leading president ford by only seven 
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leading president ford by only seven points in harrisburg they all got off the train for a rally at the state capitol 
carter got the crowd to boo by mentioning richard nixon's name the speeches today weren't new carter did 
not talk about the current flap over his income tax reform proposal except to repeat his standard pledge we 
need someone that is not part of the system who didn't create it gerald ford's been there 28 years he's part of 
it he'll never change it because the special interest groups are very eager to see the government confused a 
trip like this provides pleasant diversion for the candidate members of the traveling entourage but it really 
doesn't do very much to shed any light on the issues of the campaign apparently that will be left for the first 
debate on thursday night a debate that the carter people say is becoming more and more important in 
deciding this election john oliver nbc news on the carter campaign train in pennsylvania the league of women 
voters chose edwin newman of nbc to be the moderator on thursday night's debate in philadelphia and three

before election day the special watergate prosecutor has subpoenaed campaign finance records of the 
republican party in gerald ford's home county in michigan officials in kent county michigan confirmed a wall 
street journal story that records of two local republican committees going back to 1964 were subpoenaed last 
month further justice department sources in washington said campaign contribution records of the marine 
engineers beneficial association have been subpoenaed that maritime union gave seventy five hundred 
dollars to gerald ford's 1972 congressional campaign its largest single contribution carl stern has more on the 
story subpoenas were issued for the president's home district republican committees and for the marine 
engineers union the question that raised was whether president ford was under investigation or the union the 
answer seems to be both the special prosecutor's office refused to comment but persons familiar with such 
matters said the prosecutors seem to be following a money trail that led to ford a still confidential 
congressional report prepared when ford was nominated for vice president details the use of ford's home 
district committees to distribute money in the republican campaign the report shows that the marine union an 
up-and-comer in american politics was the biggest giver to ford's 1972 campaign ford did report two 
contributions from the union totaling seventy five hundred dollars but the union distributed two hundred 
thousand dollars and the subpoenas seemed aimed at determining whether more union money was 
distributed through the ford committees and left unreported the special prosecutor's office now down to only 
two full-time lawyers seems unlikely to have an answer before election day carl stern nbc news washington 
the white house comment on this was cool it said whatever it is that is being investigated has nothing 
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that is being investigated has nothing to do with the president that when he was nominated for vice president 
two congressional committees 25 of their staff and 400 fbi agents went over the forward records and found 
nothing in ford's hometown of grand rapids mike jackson found that local people said they didn't know 
anything about it either the kent county republican office in grand rapids the office where records of gerald 
ford's congressional campaign contributions were kept and those of other candidates the subpoena 
demanded all records did not name the president specifically this office turned over all his records to the fbi 
republican officials here assumed ford was under investigation because the subpoena was dated the day 
after ford was nominated in kansas city the timing and the political implications are just so uh obvious that i 
think uh you know we all deserve and the world deserves some answers as to why uh we've never had one 
indication since the day that the investigation was completed when he was being confirmed as vice president 


that anybody had any interest in those records or any anything that they might reveal ford's democratic 
opponent in his last two congressional races says that to her knowledge he did nothing wrong i have no 
indication that there have ever been any improprieties in either fundraising or the expenditure of campaign 
funds by mr porter his campaign organization joe ford's friends in grand rapids say their only concern is that 
the investigation will drag on through the november elections and that may hurt gerald ford their hope they 
say is that all the facts will be revealed before then mike jackson nbc news grand rapids michigan self for the 
debate and to offer a suggestion he described as bold it was to reorganize the federal agencies directly 
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reorganize the federal agencies directly or indirectly concerned with energy and to put them all into one 
cabinet level agency this he said would produce organization instead of continuing chaos john jimmy carter 
was working at home today following his whistle stop train campaign yesterday but the train went on today 
with carter's running mate aboard senator walter mondale charles quinn was aboard the democratic 
campaign train rolled through the eastern fringes of the heartland today ohio and indiana it was a 
continuation of jimmy carter's whistle stop that began yesterday in new york city but today with carter back in 
plains georgia the man in charge was the candidate for vice president walter mondale at every stop mondale 
continued to hammer away at the republicans on taxes he said that by raising the issue a few days ago the 
republicans had made the worst mistake of the campaign they have been with the rich and the privileged in 
this country they have always been for more loopholes for the rich and higher taxes on the average family in 
this country and if you want taxes reform if you want the rich to have the privilege to start paying some taxes 
along with working americans don't put a republican in the white house get yourself a jimmy carter democrat 
and we'll reform those taxes and we'll reduce the amount of working people in this country that's what we 
want to do at another spot mondale got punchy he said god was a democrat and then he introduced a new 
candidate you're telling me you're telling america that you want that white house once again occupied by a 
people's president and this time named jimmy jimmy you all like that jimmy jimmy i didn't mean it i didn't 
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jimmy jimmy i didn't mean it i didn't mean it this is where monday will be campaigning for most of the next 
two weeks in a band of industrial big boat states stretching from new york along the great lakes all the way to 
wisconsin and the reason is those seven states have 164 electoral votes nearly two-thirds the number 
needed to win charles quinn nbc news mansfield ohio the ford carter debate will be seen on live television in 
alaska brought to you by a third political party the libertarian party its chairman says it is paying the money 
thirty six hundred dollars because the more people see of ford and carter the better it'll be for his candidate 
roger mcbride the libertarian party wants washington to leave people alone stay out of other countries wars 
and leave the market economy free jimmy carter was in plains georgia today looking at peanuts but giving 
some thought to the subject of adultery there has been considerable reaction to his forthcoming interview in 
playboy magazine in which he gives his views on sin and pride and says he has committed adultery in his 
heart judy woodruff reports from planes this is a busy time for carter's peanut processing plant because it's 
the middle of the fall harvest the democratic nominee was up early for an inspection it was familiar territory 
something carter welcomed after a few of the roughest days he's been through since the campaign began 
this morning reporters were still asking him about the controversial interview in playboy magazine he said he 
wasn't sorry he'd done it didn't think it would hurt his campaign but last night he had telephoned lady bird 
johnson to apologize for calling her late husband a liar and the chief those remarks in playboy may hurt him 
in texas a state with electoral votes he badly needs he did get some good news last night his 
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he did get some good news last night his latest polls show he's hanging on to his 20-point lead in the south 
and is running well ahead of mr ford in one third of the traditionally republican midwestern states after carter 
finished his tour he spent the rest of his day reading and studying to prepare for tomorrow's debate which 
press secretary jody powell says carter is relaxed about powell says carter doesn't plan to challenge mr ford 


with what he called a finger in the chest approach but he said carter certainly will in his words raise questions 
of his own powell said so much has been made about carter's being vague on the issues that the debates 
will be a great opportunity to prove to the voters that's not true others on the staff say enough things have 
gone wrong with the campaign lately that there is more pressure than ever now on carter to do extremely 
well judy woodruff nbc news planes georgia the reaction from the republicans to the playboy article was 
predictable president ford had no spoken comment but the reverend billy graham showed up at the white 
house this afternoon carter in his interview used some very blunt language to make the point that one man 
should not judge or condemn the actions of another man today one of carter's worst political enemies former 
georgia governor lester maddox had this to say about carter's language and i think it was a terrible thing to to 
bring out and uh i think he should have turned off the playboy people and what he's doing now is selling 
playboy magazines he's helping uh the pornographers in this instance as he's helping those who hold up 
immorality in this nation and he's using ugly terms before going to the white house and they're condemning 
criticized and i did too richard nixon for using uh ugly terms after going to the white house without this thing is 
unheard of it's unbelievable among baptist clergymen there were differences of opinion about carter's 
interview the pastor of carter's own church in 
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the pastor of carter's own church in plains said he might not have used some of the words but he found 
nothing in it contrary to baptist beliefs but the editor of the southern baptist journal in atlanta said he was the 
president affixed his signature today to the largest defense bill in american history 104 billion dollars that's 
nearly four billion dollars less than the president had requested but it is nevertheless nearly 14 billion dollars 
more than the previous defense appropriation and the president would like a billion and a half more for navy 
ships marilyn berger was at the white house when the bill was signed president ford chose the east room for 
the special ceremony representatives of military and veterans groups were the invited guests senators 
congressmen the joint chiefs of staff and the service secretaries witnessed the signing of a bill which gave 
the administration most of what it wanted after eight years of decline we are providing for real growth in 
defense spending i believe this bill reflects a new awareness that this country can no longer shortchange our 
national defense efforts i commend the congress and its leadership for joining with the administration in 
reversing this trend i am convinced that this new pattern must and will be sustained in future years and i'm 
personally fully committed to it by signing the bill ford reinforced a campaign theme strong defense military 
strength became an issue in the primary campaign with ronald reagan who kept warning that the united 
states was losing its position as the strongest military power in the world paradoxically those charges seem 
to have helped ford push through congress the largest military budget in history and if the ford people are 
reading the public mood correctly a record that's drawing on defense can pay dividends in the general 
election 
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pay dividends in the general election marilyn berger nbc news the white house tomorrow night i'll be in 
philadelphia watching the first of the debates between president ford and jimmy carter i'm looking forward to 
it 16 years ago i was one of the questioners on one of the debates between john f kennedy and richard m 
nixon you don't get a chance at presidential debates very often they are a rarity in our political life douglas 
kiker has been looking into this presidential election debates are in no way an established american political 
tradition abraham lincoln and stephen douglas debated each other when they ran for the senate from illinois 
in 1858 but they did not debate four years later when they ran for president the first and until now the only 
presidential election debates did not occur until nineteen sixty those television debates between john 
kennedy and richard nixon now are a subject of renewed interest because the prevailing theory is that 
kennedy won the elections because he won the debates and therefore the same thing could happen again 
this time there were four debates in 1960 and an estimated 85 million to 120 million americans watched one 
or all of them the three major networks sponsored and produced the debates and designed their formats 
after consultation with the candidates the networks also chose the moderators and the panel members walter 
cronkite cbs news john chancellor at nbc news a record is never much subsequently was written about john 


kennedy's appearance in that first crucial debate about how poised and cool how tanned and fit how well 
informed this handsome young man from massachusetts appeared to be and about the impression it made 
our own record the kind of country which also has been written about richard nixon's appearance nervous ill 
at ease and about the impression that made he did not wear makeup and he needed it and he apparently 
was not aware that the television cameras would be taking reaction shots of him when kennedy was talking 
we have a contractual right to be in berlin 
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contractual right to be in berlin coming out of the conversations of potsdam of world war most of the talk was 
deadly serious in all the debates but there were a few lighter moments for example in the third debate a 
discussion of harry truman's bad language we all have tempers i have one i'm sure senator kennedy has one 
but when a man's president of the united states or a former president he has an obligation not to lose his 
temper in public but i really don't think there's anything that i can say to president truman is going to cause 
him at the age of 76 to change his particular speaking manner perhaps mrs truman can but i don't think i can 
an unfortunate choice of words on richard nixon's part america has not been standing still but america 
cannot stand pat the people of the united passing comment by john kennedy in no way amusing at the time 
which would have produced smiles today a cotton farmer in georgia or peanut farmer kennedy's goal in the 
debates was to demonstrate that he had the experience the knowledge and the vision to lead the country i 
believe at my responsibility as the leader of the democratic party in 1960 to try to warn the american people 
that in this crucial time we can no longer afford to stand still we can no longer afford to be second best i want 
people all over the world to look to the united states again to feel that we're on the move to feel that our high 
noon is in the future nixon's goal was pretty much the same but as vice president he also was forced to 
defend the eisenhower administration for whatever it is whether it's in the field of housing or health or 
medical care or schools or the development of electric power we have programs which we believe will move 
america move her forward and build on the wonderful record that we have made over these past seven and 
a half years john kennedy and richard nixon addressed themselves to a number of national issues during 
those 1960 debates but history shows many of the major 
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but history shows many of the major problems which were to occupy the united states in the years 
immediately to come received little or no attention vietnam for example in the possibility of a war that subject 
never came up and there may be a lesson there douglas kiker nbc news new york thank you good night for 
john and me and all of us at nbc news in his now famous magazine interview jimmy carter was was quoted 
as saying that because of his religious commitment quote i don't think i would ever take on the same frame 
of mind nixon or johnson did lying cheating and distorting the truth unquote mrs johnson sent word out today 
that this left her distressed hurt and perplexed she did nevertheless have a cordial meeting in texas today 
with mrs carter a report from george lewis mrs carter has been campaigning in texas for two days and 
throughout the state she has been asked lots of questions about the playboy interview and about her 
husband's remarks concerning president johnson mrs carter insists those remarks have not damaged the 
campaign here not had any uh bad reaction i think that uh um well i know that you would call mrs johnson 
and talk to her about it and that the statements were taken completely out of context and when you read the 
article you will understand i have never heard jimmy have anything but praise for president johnson today 
lady bird johnson and daughter lucy took mrs carter on a tour of the Ibj library stopping to pose for pictures 
before mrs carter arrived mrs johnson had told some reporters she had been hurt by the comments in 
playboy have much to say but her daughter did uh that kind of commentary needless to say uh distresses me 
and perplexes me 
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uh distresses me and perplexes me and hurts when you're perplexed uh uh i was devoted to my father i 
believed in my father i don't understand this lucy thank you thank you tonight's 90 minutes of debate are 
supposed to be confined to domestic questions and other subjects will wait for the other debates but that 
leaves a great deal for them to talk about tonight john chancellor in philadelphia and here are some of the 
things which will be discussed tonight on abortion both men are opposed to it carter doesn't favor a 
constitutional amendment against it and neither does ford ford wants each state to decide for vietnam draft 
evaders carter would give a blanket pardon not amnesty ford did set up a program for conditional pardons 
both are against forced busing but both are also against the constitutional amendment which would forbid 
busing for desegregation carter wants a comprehensive national and health insurance program universal and 
mandatory paid for with tax revenues and payroll taxes ford says we can't afford that but he has proposed 
help for people with a catastrophic illness inflation has been cut in half in the last two years and ford takes 
credit for that he says to hold down inflation the government must spend less carter says government 
spending is not the only cause of inflation he says there can be expansionary government policies without 
the risk of more inflation carter says jobs must be a major priority he supports the humphrey hawkins bill 
which would reduce unemployment to three percent among adults in four years both carter and ford prefer 
creating jobs in the private sector rather than government jobs both favor tax simplification and tax relief for 
middle-income families carter without details promises comprehensive tax reform the ford campaign has 
accused carter of wanting to raise taxes for half of all families 
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families and that's one issue we are certain to hear about tonight david the debate will of course be seen on 
nbc at 9 30 eastern time and at 11 30 eastern time we will have a special program to ask people in the 
audience and others what they thought how they thought the debaters did and whatever else comes along 
until then for all of us at nbc news thank you and good night this is nbc nightly news friday september 24th 
with john chancellor and david brinkley reporting from the nbc news center in new york [Music] good evening 
here's what did it a capacitor a tiny electronic component costing less than a dollar a capacitor blew out last 
night in an amplifier abc was using to feed the pool sound all the networks plunging president ford and jimmy 
carter into unaccustomed silence for 27 minutes and irritating maybe 90 million people that's why we'll have 
a lot more on all of this shortly in philadelphia today president ford went to a public market climbed onto a 
stand to make a speech and his sound system went out otherwise both he and jimmy carter were busy all 
day and bob jameson tells us what the president has been doing since last night mr ford felt he had good 
reason to smile this morning when he left the philadelphia home where he had spent the night aids had been 
telling him he was the clear winner pointing to two instant polls showing he had gained from the debate as he 
shook hands mr ford told reporters he was pleased with the results with obvious enthusiasm he then made 
two campaign appearances before returning to washington both in pursuit of ethnic voters he believes will 
help him win northern industrial states the first was before this convention of polish americans 
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polish americans i feel great how do you feel this morning with mummers playing mr ford visited an italian 
market he spent 30 minutes walking the crowded street shook hundreds of hands and sampled a dozen 
types of produce though campaign director james baker felt the president's summation could have been 
stronger other aides said mr ford accomplished what he set out to a show of leadership and a command of 
facts and figures befitting a president and no reluctance to put carter on the defensive [Music] when the 
president returned to the white house at mid-afternoon he had another reason to smile because of the major 
diplomatic victory one on rhodesia by secretary kissinger aides kept talking of momentum today something 
they hope to capitalize on during a three-day trip to the south that begins tomorrow aboard a riverboat on the 
mississippi bomb jameson nbc news at the white house jimmy carter was campaigning in texas today he told 
reporters that he didn't know quite how to deal with mr ford when last night's debate began but that he got 
over his hesitancy about attacking ford's record and ended up enjoying the debate carter conceded that the 
president would hold the advantage in the next debate on defense and foreign policy but carter said he 
thought he'd win the third and final debate here's more of what he said today i think by the time all three 


debates are over uh that i will win uh clearly and i think that can only be shown after the elections held on 
november the second i believe that after the first kennedy nixon debate there was only a one percentage 
point shift uh in the uh public opinion post but the cumulative effect of all the debates did uh benefit president 
kennedy governor carter then responded to questions about his statement to playboy magazine that lyndon 
johnson engaged in lying cheating and distortion of the truth my reference to johnson then was about 
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my reference to johnson then was about the misleading of the american people the lying and cheating part 
referred to president nixon and the unfortunate juxtaposition of these two names in the playboy article 
grossly misrepresents the way i feel about it because of the nearly half hour breakdown on the sound on the 
debate last night many people didn't hear the final statements of the two candidates we thought some of you 
might like to get the flavor of what they said at the end on november 2nd all of you will make a very very 
important decision one of the major issues in this campaign is trust a president should never promise more 
than he can deliver and a president should always deliver everything that he's promised a president can't be 
all things to all people a president should be the same thing to all people our everything to you the people of 
this country and i believe we can bind our wounds i believe that we can work together and i believe that if we 
can tap the tremendous untapped reservoir of innate strength in this country that we can once again have a 
government as good as our people and let the world know what we still know and hope for that we still live in 
the greatest and the strongest and the best country on earth newspapers across the country today had 
varying comments in reactions and some wisecracks about the debate some picked a winner some declined 
to and at least one said they thought both had won three reports from across the country in chicago one 
newspaper said that ford had done better than carter in the debates two other newspapers said neither 
candidate was really the winner and polls of voters were equally ambiguous one chicago alderman pulled 
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ambiguous one chicago alderman pulled the voters in his ward and found that 70 percent of them felt ford 
had won still another survey this one done by a newspaper showed that carter had done well enough to win 
the support of a number of previously undecided voters so that in the end carter and ford were about equal 
mike jackson nbc news chicago in atlanta the constitution reported that both candidates may have won the 
debate the paper said that carter's problem was to show that he is not fuzzy on the issues and ford's problem 
was to show that he is intelligent the paper cautiously observed that both candidates seem to make some 
headway towards those difficulties other southern newspapers were not impressed the montgomery 
advertiser editorialized that ford didn't knock over the podium and carter kept his teeth under control and the 
columbia record in south carolina called it a crashing war fred francis nbc news atlanta in washington it all 
depended on which newspaper you read the morning paper the post seemed to give the nod to president 
ford on the basis of the roper poll which showed an eight-point edge for mr ford but the afternoon paper the 
star saw it differently the stars poll gave carter a three-point edge the star also reported that carter won 
because the president was put on the defensive and because none of the panelists was mean enough to 
question carter about his interview in playboy magazine john cochran nbc news washington obviously the 
winner of a political debate is whoever the voters think was the winner and we have tried in a somewhat 
unscientific way to find out we're about to hear from an nbc news correspondent who has been up all night 
he began after the debate last night in los angeles asking people what they thought traveling across the 
country stopping along the way and arriving here just in time to give us a report our producer was full enough 
to ask him to do this and he was full enough to 
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to do this and he was full enough to agree here's jack perkins we started in los angeles on the campus of 
ucla and of the students who had watched the debate many of them told us they were more confused 
afterwards than they had been before i was slightly disappointed with carter i haven't made up my mind yet 
in fact i'm more confused now than i was before i'm a strong supporter of jimmy carter in this election but i'm 


afraid that jimmy carter lost his debate no i'm more confused than ever i thought i was for carter but i think he 
came off very badly tonight in what way he was vague as usual i really have not been a carter supporter and 
and i've i felt that um uh that he came off much better than i expected and he really got my support i thought 
ford came across very strongly and i thought carter was evasive and annoying i thought the debate was 
pretty much a standoff i was not highly impressed with either candidate i hadn't decided ahead of time who 
i'd vote for and i still haven't decided um i think i'll check the box none of the above on a midnight flight out of 
los angeles heading east we heard a couple more comments carter handled himself quite well uh although i 
believe that uh he's just less experienced than ford and comes across as such i think ford eight carter alive 
[Music] arlington heights illinois the 642 commuter train into chicago the commuters reading the newspaper 
accounts of the debate and giving some of their own but the president came across much better than mr 
carter did on questions about the economy i thought uh ford was a little stronger on facts and figures i wasn't 
impressed with either one midday in the bluegrass country of kentucky many of the people we talked to here 
had not seen the debate last night a few had i believe the one is telling truth and nothing's not because two 
people can't agree on the same thing 
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and you decided and you decided in your mind from from the way you saw it which one is telling the truth 
and which one's not i believe mr carter's telling them true carter particularly was a lot stronger in his opinion 
than i thought he would be and um ford i thought had all the answers that i expected didn't have finally this 
afternoon on the new york subway uh i think four had the facts carter didn't have the taxes i couldn't quite 
believe that carter could come up with what he said he could as far as the programs over the next four years 
it didn't seem true to me that to me carter was more impressive he seemed well he seems like he's fighting to 
get there well when the president is there already i don't understand it too much about the economics and 
then i fall asleep in all in this absolutely unscientific survey across country we found a lot more people who 
said they had been impressed more by ford than by carter but we still found many who said they had been 
not impressed by either or confused by both jack perkins nbc news new york well in any case we saw what 
some people were saying today it's too early to tell what the final judgment of the voters will be on who won 
or who lost the associated press conducted a telephone poll across the country last night and it showed that 
34 thought ford was the winner 31 thought carter won while one-fourth of those polled called it a draw finally 
here's our own edwin newman back from his one night stand in philadelphia where he moderated the 
debates for about 80 minutes fell totally silent for about 27 minutes and then moderated again ed tell us what 
happened while the sound was off well so far as the president and carto are concerned very little happened 
and 
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are concerned very little happened and that was that was what they wanted i think the main thing they were 
interested in was in retaining the concentration that they had achieved and in avoiding any mistakes so 
because it the possibility it must have seemed to them to be a possibility that the microphones were open 
they said nothing when i spoke to them i occasionally get a nod or a smile they said nothing to each other 
and with the exception of one or two lines from carter they said nothing to me and they never changed the 
expression there they yes in fact i said to them at one point why don't you sit down not merely did they not sit 
down they did not even respond well they had a big argument earlier in the afternoon david uh about whether 
president uh whether they would use the stools behind their lecterns and the president's men argued 
vigorously that they didn't want to stool on the set or on the stage carter's people did the league of women 
voters called that an argument on stool he did sit down actually carter sat down briefly during this period of 
silence and he also sat down briefly while president ford was making his closing statement if i don't pretend 
to know the significance of that watching from the balcony there last night i got the impression that carter's 
final remarks were stronger and more persuasive than the president's final remarks and i wonder if carter if 
that accident last night didn't hurt carter a little more if the indications might be more even now than they 
would have been otherwise you think bro the break in what the breaking momentum to use a fashionable i 
think the breaking momentum and i think the fact that people uh a lot of people probably tuned out and didn't 


see it anyway it was fascinating to be there thank you president ford goes campaigning in the south this 
weekend i'll be covering that story and reporting on it monday from florida until then for all of us have a nice 
weekend and good night for nbc news president ford was on the sun swept 
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president ford was on the sun swept tropic shores of miami today talking to a police convention and saying in 
his new term a top priority would be to send career criminals to prison and to send juvenile streetwise 
criminals along with them jimmy carter was in oregon campaigning on a boat here are two reports mr ford 
called for tougher action against career criminals said victims of crime should be compensated and said 
juvenile criminals are being treated too leniently the president claimed his administration has made progress 
in reducing violent crime and argued that more progress could be made if congress would pass the laws he 
has proposed i called for legislation increasing the number of federal judges i called for the compensation of 
the victims of federal crime the congress has done nothing american voters will examine their ballots in 
november and identify those candidates who have demonstrated indifference or permissiveness toward 
crime and they should after the speech mr ford shook hands with fbi director clarence kelly to warm applause 
the president had been praised at the convention for deciding not to fire kelly then mr ford visited a catholic 
nursing home in north miami where he promised more attention to the needs of the elderly this ended his 
three days of campaigning in the south the trip began saturday aboard a riverboat that cruised down the 
mississippi to new orleans the trip was designed to show the president will make a serious effort in the south 
and that he is more conservative and thus ideologically closer to the south than native son jimmy carter he 
called for a stronger defense and restated his opposition to gun control sunday mr ford traveled by 
motorcade along the gulf coast through mississippi to alabama ford campaign officials feel that carter has 
hurt himself in the south and that as a result mr ford's chances 
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and that as a result mr ford's chances are on the upswing mr ford's aides tonight are telling him that the 
southern swing was a success but the crowds were larger than they anticipated and that local politicians are 
telling them carter does not have a lock on the votes here bob james nbc news with the ford campaign in 
miami carter may not feel he needs to woo the south by riding a riverboat on the mississippi as president ford 
did this weekend but the northwest is another matter and a river in oregon did just fine carter roaded an old 
coast guard cutter and tour portland seaport the third busiest on the west coast his staff people hope today's 
campaigning would be more effective than the weekends in california which some had called a waste of time 
reporters asked carter about the situation in rhodesia the last few weeks secretary kissinger has become 
involved in it and i'm glad that he has and hope that we can work out with those countries involved and with 
the different factions involved in peaceful peaceful settlement this would be i think a very good thing for world 
peace and uh i have no feeling about it except a hope for success in every speech he made today carter 
again stressed what he called the insensitivity of the ford administration he blamed the republicans for high 
unemployment and the housing shortage carter also used a question about the playboy magazine interview 
to attack mr ford he said he wouldn't apologize for what he had said in his remarks about religion and sex he 
said he'd rather be accessible to the public and risk making a few mistakes then hide in the rose garden for 
two months and be cut off from the people judy woodruff nbc news with the carter campaign in oregon over 
the weekend john chancellor was traveling with president ford by airplane bus taxi automobile and steamboat 
and he is now safely on dry land in 
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and he is now safely on dry land in miami john tell us well first how are you doing well i'm all right a little tired 
david thank you how's how's ford doing he looks like a little bit like a changed man david he seems now to 
behave as though he thinks genuinely that he has a chance to win this election his speeches ad-lib speeches 
have improved immensely it's full of short sharp phrases now we're here and we're here to win vote for me 
and i won't let you down he is a much more vigorous candidate now than he was earlier this year does it look 


as if he can carry any of the southern states not as the polls stand now uh the ford people were perplexed 
and i think quite disappointed this weekend when new national polls and regional polls came out showing 
them way behind 20 30 percentage points behind carter in the south texas on the other hand is a different 
matter what jimmy carter said to playboy magazine about lyndon johnson's lying has angered a number of 
texans and the ford people are going to hit him very hard on that one with john connolly and they think they 
may have a chance to carry texas john tell us about your steamboat ride well it was one of the great media 
stunts of all time the president was aboard for eight or nine hours saw only a very few people really but the 
boat was a floating studio and the river was a terrific background it was hot it was fun it was noisy one note 
the calliope was not allowed to play hail to the chief i think because they tried it out that sounded just too 
awful what do the what are the forward people think now about their about their chances they think that they 
may be able to catch carter and maybe to beat carter uh there is a new sense of enthusiasm based in part 
on carter's own recent performance he has not been doing well the ford people know that and i think that 
jimmy carter has had a lot to do with the new enthusiasm that we found this weekend in the ford campaign 
and in the president's own demeanor john thank you one more political note george wallace used to talk 
about the major party 
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used to talk about the major party candidates as being essentially alike and he said he couldn't see a dime's 
worth of difference well now a new study by the harvard center for international affairs and the washington 
post shows that between republican and democratic activists party workers there are in fact great differences 
one clear difference was in answer to this question do you believe the poor nearly always have themselves 
to blame for their poverty the republican workers answered four to one yes the democratic workers five to 
one no this republican view is that those in good health who are willing to work need not be poor the 
democratic view is it is not their fault it is the system's fault for not giving them all an equal chance the 
difference there is worth a good deal more than a dime that's it for john and me and all of us at noc news 
thank you and good night that's 26 years john jimmy carter has been careful not to comment on the matter of 
the free golf games but today his running mate senator walter mondale did have something to say our man 
charles quinn was with him until today mondale had refused to discuss charges of paid golfing weekends for 
president ford when he was a congressman or the investigation into campaign finances in mr ford's 
hometown of grand rapids michigan when the issue was raised again at an airport in cleveland mondale 
again refused to comment and then commented those questions shouldn't be put to me they should be put to 
the person in the white house against whom those charges have been made now i'm talking now about the 
questions of the vacations and visits with lobbyists and so on i don't know what the facts are but i'm told that 
the president is unavailable to answer questions 
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unavailable to answer questions and i think the time has come for the president united states to just come on 
out let news people ask him the questions and let's find out what really happened mondale who campaigned 
later in downtown cleveland said he was talking only of the gulf outings not the michigan investigation his 
demand that the president answer questions is consistent with his theme that president ford is hiding behind 
his desk in washington refusing to go out to the people even so mondale repeated to a meeting of labor 
leaders that at the moment he rates the election a toss-up both parties see ohio as one of the critical 
battleground states a swing state with one of the biggest chunks of electoral votes 25. the race here is said 
to be very close that's why both mondale and jimmy carter plan to come back here several times between 
now and election day charles quinn nbc news lindale ohio mondale also talked about crime today following 
yesterday's speech on crime by president ford mondale said the rate of serious crime has gone up sixty 
percent since the republicans took over the white house in nineteen sixty nine he said if the democratic ticket 
is elected there will be new leadership at the fbi and the drug enforcement administration and that the irs and 
the justice department would be told to prosecute white-collar criminals the league of women voters 
announced that debate between senators dole and mondale will be on october 15th the place not yet chosen 
senator dole immediately objected because that is a friday night the debate would have to compete with high 


school football games which occur almost everywhere on friday nights and dole said maybe we should hold 
the debate at halftime john the democrats held off for a day or two but now they're beginning to make political 
campaign statements about president ford's golf games while he was in congress as the guest of corporation 
lobbyists the white house responds by saying it is looking into it and taking the position there is really not 
very much to it 
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there is really not very much to it here's marilyn berger at the white house yesterday white house spokesman 
ron nessen said there was no way he could reconstruct 25 years of golf games but today he shifted position 
after a meeting with the president golf games had become a big issue and mr ford told his aides to see what 
kind of records there are nessen said he couldn't say how long it would take to find those records if they exist 
however nissan says ford feels he did nothing wrong when he accepted golfing invitations from friends some 
of whom are lobbyists for america's biggest corporations nessen says the president feels that golf games are 
not a gift of substantial value therefore not a violation of the congressional code of ethics but this is not a 
matter of greens fees or luncheons at golf clubs what's in question is whether mr ford made it a practice to 
accept expense paid vacations to this mr nelson had a response without benefit of records it was hell no 
while jimmy carter in plains today said yes while he was governor of georgia he did travel to israel and great 
britain with those two governments paying his expenses but he said that was different and these trips were 
strictly business and he thought the president should tell all about his free weekends on the golf course 
here's judy woodruff in plains for the first time carter commented on the investigation into reports of illegal 
contributions by two unions to several ford congressional campaigns he said at the special prosecutor 
reaches a conclusion whatever it might be before the election he should make it public well i do think the 
special prosecutor has an obligation to make a full report on whatever the facts might be i don't have any 
way to know what the facts are i don't have any information about it i do feel though that the best way to 
resolve the question if there is a doubt among american people and it seems to be is for mr ford 
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people and it seems to be is for mr ford who is accused of of certain practices to have a frank discussion uh 
with the american people through the news media but so far he's failed to do carter then corrected himself 
and said he knew of no accusations on the record against mr ford only allegations carter was also asked 
about the series of golfing vacations white house spokesman have said the president accepted carter 
refused to say he believed there was anything improper involved i think the revelation of it is the most 
important aspect that might be that mr ford paid uh half the garden fees and his partner paid the other half of 
golfing fees and they had some arrangement worked out i think the thing that concerns uh the people of this 
country is there's a summaries of trying to conceal what actually did occur carter said unlike mr ford he plans 
to continue to be available to the press but there are reports that because of mistakes made in recent weeks 
his aides have advised him to be less accessible judy woodruff nbc news planes georgia eugene mccarthy is 
winning court rulings placing him on the ballot for president now he is one in texas utah and maryland and he 
says he will be on the ballot in at least 30 states it is possible that in close states he could take them away 
from carter and give them to forward asked how he would feel if he threw the election to ford he said quote i 
wouldn't lose one night's sleep over the difference between carter and ford john unexpected news 
conference today to announce that he has never laundered any political contributions for his personal use 
the president said i'm very proud of my record of personal integrity mr ford was referring to a report that the 
special watergate prosecutor's office is looking into union contributions made in michigan when he was a 
congressman he also talked about the golfing holidays paid for by corporations all of this at a surprise 
session where no sound recording was allowed don oliver was there 
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was allowed don oliver was there it was a news conference called with no notice whatsoever reporters were 
told press secretary ron nelson was going to have a briefing instead they were led into the oval office and for 
23 minutes it was president ford who answered the questions on the question of golfing weekends paid for 
by lobbyists for big corporations mr ford said these are close personal friends and have been for many years 
whatever the circumstances of our getting together it has been in a proper way and in no way a violation in 
my judgment of any rule or ethical standard why were the companies the lobbyists worked for willing to pay 
for the weekend trips the answer i think you would have to ask the people who offered the invitation these 
are personal friends and i don't ask in advance why you want to pay my green fees mr ford said he had 
reciprocated had invited the men to his home to his golf club was government business discussed during 
these golf outings at first mr ford said not to the best of my recollection but later he modified that saying in a 
casual way of course we might informally talk about certain matters but i happen to feel that they were not 
asking me and i was not asking them i don't see anything improper at all the president did not say what the 
certain matters were that might have been discussed mr ford said all he knows about the special 
prosecutor's investigation into campaign financing in kent county michigan is what he has heard on television 
and read in the newspapers he said he has full confidence in the special prosecutor and that he will not 
inquire as to what the investigation is all about because any inquiry would undoubtedly be misconstrued he 
went on i can say there was never any money given to me by the kent county republican committee no 
money ever went to me personally later he said he had never used any campaign funds for personal use mr 
ford admitted that he's been disturbed by the allegations and would like to have them cleared up soon not so 
much he said because of any impact they might have on the election but because he is proud of his record of 
personal integrity 
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personal integrity don oliver noc news washington senator bob dole was asked today about 10 missing 
pages in the campaign contribution cash book his office kept in 1973 and 1974 when he was running for re- 
election a gulf oil lobbyist has testified he gave five thousand dollars in cash at that time to one of dole's 
aides the aide says he doesn't recall getting that money dole said today that when the special watergate 
prosecutor looked at the cash book the record didn't give him any trouble but it was reported today that the 
special prosecutor is now going to take another look at the 10-page gap in senator dole's cash book david 
jimmy carter on hearing what president ford said about his finances and golf trips said that was good enough 
for him that he accepted it at face off trips said that was good enough for him that he accepted it at face 
value and would raise no more questions about it then he returned to his campaign talking of unemployment 
and saying that in his view the republicans are to blame for it
